R E P O R T 


OF THE 

examiners 

ON THE WORKS SENT FROM THE SCHOOLS OF ART IN 
COMPETITION FOR NATIONAL MEDALLIONS. 


May 1865. 

This year the large number of 711 works has been submitted in 
competition. Of these 108 have appeared to us worthy of reward. 

Great completeness has been attained (both in chalk and “mono- 
chrome ”) in the representation of the relief of casts of orna- 
ment. Those works in which this completeness was found to be 
combined with tasteful execution, and a satisfactory selection and 
treatment of light and shade, have been chosen for distinction. 

We have awarded Medallions to two students of the Manchester 
school, for sets of separate coloured drawings of flowers, each drawing 
having been made, as we are informed, at a single sitting, a useful mode 
of study, when pursued concurrently with the more complete rendering 
of objects less liable to change of form. 

We again observe that increased attention has been bestowed upon 
the study of the human figure. We remark, however, that in drawings 
where a mechanical and minute kind of execution has been employed, 
such execution is too often accompanied by a want of appreciation of 
some essential quality of the figure chosen as an example. 

In some studies of heads and busts, not eligible for reward, which 
show considerable merit, this mechanical execution is carried so far as 
to be suggestive of a woven fabric, rather than of the smooth surfaces 
of a cast, or of the wall which forms the background. 

It cannot be too strongly impressed upon the students that“exe* 
cution or in other words use of material, should always be sub- 
servient to a faithful rendering of the object they are desiring to 
represent. 

In studying from life, when the nude figure is inadmissible, we 
consider that the students would be more profitably engaged in 
making separate drawings of heads, hands, &c. than in endeavouring to 
make pictures by the addition of elaborately wrought accessories. 

Bearing in mind the special object of the schools, we have awarded 
several Medallions in the class of design. We observe, that while, in 
man} of these, natural forms are satisfactorily conventionalized, but 
few of them show that feeling for style which might be acquired by 
a continuous study of the works in the art library of the department, 
which are accessible, as loans, to local schools of art* 
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Much greater delicacy of detail should be aimed at in designs modelled 
in relief. . 

The drawings from machines reached a high average of merit. 

In carrying out the changes proposed in the conduct of schools of 
art, we strongly recommend that, if less stress be laid on competitions 
in given subjects or from prescribed examples, the general course of 
study laid down, which has hitherto been found so successful, should 
still be adhered to, and that the rewards offered by the department 
should have reference to that course, so as to encourage students to 


continue in it.
